REGULATION OF TRUST. 


(Detroit News.) 


The replies oi the representative people to whom were sub- 


mitted a scries of questions on the Sherman law by the Na- 
tional Civic fdcraliou indicate little sentiment in favor of 
the unconditional repeal of this much discussed law. On the 
other hand, practically no desire was evidenced to abolish 
combinations. 
The. general opinion of the 16,000 people 


catechized was that the government should regulate large 
combinations. 


A large number of people are thus seen, to conform with 


the attitude here often expressed and advocated by Colonel 
Eoosevclt. 
But /'hflc so great a body of public opinion is

Cheese Fondue. 


Sift sufficient stale bread crumbs to 


make one cupful. Grate one-quarter of 


a pound of dry cheese. Soak the crumbs 
in one pint of fresh milk. Add three 
eggs whipped very light, one scant ta- 
blespoonful of butter melted, a pincli 
of baking soda dissolved in a few drops 
of warm water, salt and pepper to taste 
and the grated cheese. Pour this into a 
buttered baking dish, sprinkle thickly 
with dry crumbs and bake in a quick 
oven until golden brown, derve at ouce 
as it soon falls. 


Carrot Pudding. 


Pare and grate sufficient raw carrots 


to measure one pint. Add to this one- 
half of a cupful of sugar and melted 
-butter, one cupful of flour, one-quarter 
of a teaspoonful of salt, one tcaspoonful 
each of cinanmon and 
allspice, one- 


quarter of a teaspoonfnl each of nut- 
meg and cloves and one cupful of sul- 
tana raisins. Turn this into a buttered 
mold and steam for four hours. Serve 
hot with a liquid sauce flavored with 
sherry o\- orange.

Fortune Placed at $200,000. 


Scattiiia, who was 45 years old, came 


to America, a penniless fruit peddler, 
twenty years ago. He worked diligently 
and saved his earnings until he had sii»« 
licient funds to return for a visit to his 
native land. There, nine years ago, lie 
married Filometm. They lime back to 
America, returned to Hammond, and 
Scattimi amassed a. fortune estimated at 
niQre than $200,000.' 


Ingo entered the story three years ago 


when he whispered his talc to the mod- 
ern Othello! 
He told of a handsome 


young Italian who admired the mer- 
chant's wife. But neighbors intervened 
when Seattina threatened divorce. They 
persuaded him not to act because of liis 
tliree children, one of whom was a baby. 


Determined to end the alleged alliance, 


Scattina sent Ins wife and children to an 
olive ranch he had purchased near Massa. 
in the province of Lucca, Italy. From 
then on all was well until August of 
last year, when he received letters say- 
ing that his rival had followed his wife 
abroad.

enraged mnn hastened to his wife's 
home two months ago. Day .after day 
lie endeavored to trap her, to prove her' 
infidelity.

Seattina then turned a revolver against 
himself.

The movement looking, towards the 


abolishment of the smoke nuisance in 
Fort Wayne, started some weeks ago, j 
has r strong advocate in railway cir- ' 
cles. In fact, that question already fig- 
ures prominently in the lectures deliv- 
ered each afternoon by 0. E. Maxwell, 
assistant road foreman of engines of tlw 
Pennsylvania, before classes composed 
of passenger engineers who arc being in- 
structed in the construction and hand- 
ling of the 
new engines, 
which arc 


equipped with superheaters and me- 
chanical stokers. These "schools of in- 
structions" arq held .in 3Ir. Colmey's 
office, at the- round house, and great in- 
terest is being taken in them. 
They 


will be followed soon by similar in- 
•tructions to the freight mgineers. Coi- 
cerning the abatement of smoke, one of 
the department officials said that it was 
not an impossibility. "An inexperienc&d. 
person can go into the furnace room, of 
K, clmrcli or other big building," he said, 
•"and pile in a lot o£ coal which will 


roduce a volume of smoke that will 
arig Jike a cloud ovcv the entire neigh 
ibrnopd. One better informed will feed 
the fiiff?acc more slowly, putting in 
small quantities of coal, and the result 
will be vbettcr combustion and .consa- 
quently 'leas' smoke." 
Continuing, lie 


said: "The same rule applies to a loco- 
motive. Properly fed the fire will con- 
sume the coal without 
making any 


smoke to speak of and the efficiency of 
the locomotive will be increased with a 
much less consumption of fuel. We pro- 
pose to teach our -engineers and firemen, 
if they have not already learned it, how 
to fire without waste of fuel and dense 
volumes of smoke. We believe the move- 
ment to abolish the smoke nuisance is a 
-good thing and we wijl push it along,"
